Rules Respecting the Procedure in Matters 
Before the Canadian Import Tribunal 


Following are the Canadian Import Tribunal Rules made by the Tribunal on 
October 4, 1985 and approved by the Governor General in Council by Order in 
Council P.C. 1985-3312, November 7, 1985. 

Short Title 


1. These Rules may be cited as the Canadian Import Tribunal Rules. 


Interpretation 
2. In these Rules, 
“Act” means the Special Import Measures Act; (loi) 
“complainant” means a complainant under section 31 of the Act; (plaignant) 


‘confidential’, in relation to information, means that the information is in its 
nature confidential; (confidential) 


“counsel” means legal counsel and includes any person authorized by an 
interested party or a person interested to represent that party or person before 
the Tribunal; (avocat) 
“Form” means a form set out in the Schedule; (formule) 
“hearing” means an oral hearing in a proceeding before the Tribunal and 
includes an oral hearing before a single member pursuant to a direction under 
subsection 73(1) of the Act; (audience) 
“information” includes evidence; (renseignement) 
“interested party” in relation to 
(a) an inquiry made pursuant to section 42 of the Act after the receipt by 
the Secretary of a notice of a preliminary determination of dumping or 


subsidizing in respect of goods, means 


(i) the complainant, if any, in the investigation in which the 
preliminary determination was made, 


(ii) any producer in Canada, exporter to Canada or importer into 
Canada of goods in respect of which the preliminary determination 
was made, 


(ili) an association of, or that includes, producers in Canada, 
exporters to Canada or importers into Canada of goods in respect of 
which the preliminary determination was made, and 


(iv) the government of any country mentioned in the preliminary 
determination, 


and includes any other person who, because his rights or pecuniary 
interests may be affected or for any other reason, is entitled to be heard 
by the Tribunal before the Tribunal disposes of the inquiry in accordance 
with the Act; 


(b) a review pursuant to section 76 of the Act of an order or finding 
made in an inquiry commenced as a consequence of the receipt by the 
Secretary of a notice of a preliminary determination of dumping or 
subsidizing, means 


(i) the complainant, if any, in the investigation in which the 
preliminary determination was made, 


(ii) any producer in Canada, exporter to Canada or importer into 
Canada of goods in respect of which the preliminary determination 
was made, 


(iii) an association of, or that includes, producers in Canada, 
exporters to Canada or importers into Canada of goods in respect of 
which the preliminary determination was made, and 


(iv) the government of any country mentioned in the preliminary 
determination, 


and includes any other person who, because his rights or pecuniary 
interests may be affected or for any other reason, is entitled to be heard 
by the Tribunal before the Tribunal disposes of the review in accordance 
with the act; (partie intéressée) / 


party means 


(a) in the case of an inquiry commenced pursuant to section 42, or a 
review commenced pursuant to section 76, of the Act, any interested party 
who has filed a Notice of Appearance in the inquiry or review in 
accordance with these Rules; 


(b) in the case of a proceeding under section 89 or paragraph 91(1)(g) of 
the Act, a person to whom notice has been given pursuant to 
subrule 53(2) or rule 58 if 


(i) the person has filed a Notice of Appearance in accordance with 
these Rules, or 


(ii) where no hearing is to be held in the proceeding, has made a 
written submission to the Tribunal, and 


(c) in the case of any other proceeding, any person interested in the 
subject-matter of the proceeding who has filed a Notice of Appearance in 
that proceeding in accordance with these Rules; (partie) 

“proceeding” means a proceeding before the Tribunal, but does not include an 
opportunity afforded to a person interested referred to in subsection 45(2) of 
the Act to make representations to the Tribunal on the question referred to in 
that subsection; (instance) 


“Tribunal” includes, where the context requires, a single member directed 
pursuant to subsection 73(1) of the Act to receive evidence relating to any 
matter before the Tribunal; (7ribunal) 


Part I 


Rules of General Application 
Application of Part 


3. This Part applies to all matters before the Tribunal except where the 
context otherwise requires. 


Appearances 


4.(1) Where a notice published in the Canada Gazette pursuant to rule 28, 40, 
50, 53 or 57 with respect to a proceeding specifies the place and time fixed for a 
hearing in the proceeding, any interested party or person interested, as the case may 
be, who proposes to appear at the hearing shall file with the Tribunal a Notice of 
Appearance in Form I, containing the information indicated in that Form, on or 
before the date specified in the notice published in the Canada Gazette as the date 
on or before which any interested party or person interested, as the case may be, 
must file a Notice of Appearance. 


(2) Where an interested party or person interested states in a Notice of 
Appearance the name of counsel by whom the party or person will be represented, 
counsel so named shall file with the Tribunal an Appearance, Declaration and 
Undertaking in Form II on or before the date specified in the notice published in 
the Canada Gazette as the date on or before which counsel for an interested party 
Or person interested must file that document, unless counsel so named does not 
intend to represent the party or person or is disqualified from signing that 
document because 


(a) he is not ordinarily resident in Canada, or 


(b) he is an employee, officer, director or major shareholder of the 
interested party or person interested or of any other person known to 
counsel to be a participant in the proceeding. 


Confidential Information 


5. Where the Deputy Minister files with the Secretary pursuant to 
paragraph 38(2)(b) of the Act information with respect to which the Deputy Minis- 
ter indicates to the Tribunal in writing that subsection 84(1) of the Act applies, such 
information shall be dealt with by the Tribunal as confidential unless the person 
who provides it to the Deputy Minister agrees that it need not be dealt with as 
confidential by the Tribunal. 


6. Where any party to proceedings before the Tribunal proposes to file with 
the Tribunal any written submission or other document that contains information 
considered by the party to be confidential, the party shall 


(a) mark the top of each page of the submission or other document with 
the word confidential or confidentiel; 


(b) file with the Tribunal 


(i) the submission or other document so marked separate and apart, 
insofar as is practicable, from any material filed by the party with the 
Tribunal that does not contain information considered by the party to 
be confidential, 


(ii) a request in writing to deal with the submission or other 
document as “confidential’’, and 


(iii) for placement on the public record of the proceedings if the 
submission or other document is retained by the Tribunal, a summary 
of the information considered by the party to be confidential or a 
written description of the nature of that information. 


7.1) Where any written submission or other document referred to in rule 6 
is filed with the Tribunal in accordance with that rule and the Tribunal is of the 
opinion that the submission or other document does not contain confidential 
information, the Tribunal shall 


(a) inform the party who filed the submission or other document that the 
Tribunal is of that opinion; and 


(b) advise the party that the party may 


(i) withdraw the request that the submission or other document be 
regarded as confidential, or 


(ii) request that the submission or other document be returned to the 
party. 


(2) Where any written submission or other document is returned to a party 
by the Tribunal pursuant to a request referred to in subparagraph (1)(b)(ii), neither 
the submission or other document nor any information obtained therefrom forms 
part of the record of the proceedings before the Tribunal. 


8.(1) Where counsel for a party to a proceeding is disqualified for a reason 
referred to in subrule 4(2) from signing an Appearance, Declaration and Under- 
taking in Form II in the proceeding, that counsel is not entitled to receive or be 
given access to any confidential information received by, or to be present when any 
confidential information is provided orally to, the Tribunal. 


(2) For the purpose of subrule (1), where counsel for a party to a proceeding 
has not filed an Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in Form II with the 
Tribunal, such counsel shall, until an Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in 
Form II is filed by such counsel in the proceeding, be deemed to be disqualified 
from signing the Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking for a reason referred to 
in subrule 4(2). 


Pre-hearing Conference 


9.(1) At any time after notice has been given of a hearing to be held in any 
proceeding, the Tribunal may direct that any party to the proceeding or counsel for 
any party to the proceeding appear before the Tribunal or before a member thereof 
or the Secretary, at a time and place fixed by the Tribunal, for a pre-hearing con- 
ference for the purpose of making representations to the Tribunal with respect to 
such one or more of the following matters as the Tribunal specifies, namely, 


(a) the question of whether counsel for any party to the proceeding 
should, notwithstanding that such counsel has filed with the Tribunal an 
Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in Form II, be denied access to 
confidential information; 


(b) the procedure to be followed at the hearing;

(c) the exchange between parties to the proceeding of written submissions, 
exhibits and other material presented or to be presented to the Tribunal; 


(d) the question of whether any person who has filed a Notice of 
Appearance in Form I is in fact an interested party within the meaning of 
that expression as defined in rule 2; 


(e) the question of whether any written submission, other document or 
testimony presented or proposed to be presented to the Tribunal contains 
confidential information; 


(f) the question of to what confidential information, if any, a person who 
is to appear at the hearing on behalf of a party in the capacity of an 
expert on any matter should be given access; and 


(g) any other matter with respect to which a discussion or decision before 
the hearing would, in the opinion of the Tribunal, aid in the expeditious 
presentation of evidence or otherwise be conducive to the orderly conduct 
of the hearing. 


(2) Counsel for any party to a proceeding may, if notice of a hearing has 
been given in the proceeding, request the Tribunal to direct that a pre-hearing con- 
ference be held to consider any matter referred to in subrule (1) and, on receipt of 
the request, the Tribunal shall, unless it reasonably believes that a pre-hearing con- 
ference on the matter would not assist in the orderly conduct of the hearing, direct 
that a pre-hearing conference be held as requested. 


(3) A request pursuant to subrule (2) may not be made later than ten days 
before the day fixed for the hearing. 


Availability of Information 


10.1) The Tribunal shall, prior to or at the commencement of a hearing in 
any proceeding, make available to each party or the party’s counsel all information 
that has been filed with the Tribunal in connection with the proceeding and that is 
considered by the Tribunal to be part of the public record of the proceeding. 


(2) The Tribunal shall, prior to or at the commencement of a hearing in any 
proceeding, make all confidential information that has been filed with the Tribunal 
in connection with the proceeding available to each counsel who has filed with the 
Tribunal in that proceeding an Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in 
Form II, except that the Tribunal shall not make that information available to any 
such counsel with respect to whom the Tribunal considers that there is good reason 
why that information should not be made available to that counsel. 


Hearings In Camera 


11. Where, in any proceeding, the Tribunal directs that a hearing be held in 
camera for the purpose of receiving confidential information, the Tribunal shall not 
permit to attend the hearing any person other than 


(a) a person who is to present confidential information to the Tribunal at 
the hearing; 


(b) a person that a person referred to in paragraph (a) requests be 
permitted to attend the hearing; and 


(c) where counsel for a party to the proceeding has filed with the 
Tribunal an Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in Form II, such 
counsel, unless the Tribunal considers that there is good reason why such 
counsel should not be permitted to attend the hearing. 


Subpoenas 


12.1) The Tribunal may summon before it by subpoena any person and 
require that person to give evidence on oath or affirmation and to produce 
documents. 


(2) Any party may request the Secretary to summon before the Tribunal by 
subpoena any person to give evidence on oath or affirmation and to produce 
documents. 


(3) The Secretary, on receiving a request referred to in subrule (2), shall issue 
the subpoena without charge. 


(4) Where a subpoena issued pursuant to this rule is served on a person, the 
original copy of the subpoena shall be filed with the Tribunal together with proof 
of service on the person. 


(5) No person is bound to appear pursuant to a subpoena unless there has 
been paid or tendered to the person conduct money in an amount that is not less 
than the amount to which the person would have been entitled as fees and travel- 
ling expenses if the subpoena had been issued pursuant to rule 333 of the Federal 
Court Rules. 


Witnesses 


13. Witnesses at a hearing shall give evidence orally on oath or affirmation. 


Evidence 


14. Where the Tribunal holds a hearing in any proceeding, the Tribunal may 
disregard as evidence any written submission or other document filed in the 
proceeding unless the party who filed the submission or other document, or the 
party’s counsel, is present at the hearing to testify with respect to, or to make avail- 
able to the Tribunal testimony with respect to, the matters set out in the submission 
or other document. 


Orders or Findings of the Tribunal 


15.(1) Where the Tribunal makes an order or finding or other final ruling in 
any proceeding, the Secretary shall send by hand or registered mail a copy of the 
order or finding or ruling to each person who was provided with the Notice of 
Commencement of Inquiry, Notice of Review, Notice of Request for a Ruling, 
Notice of Reconsideration or other notice of commencement of the proceeding, as 
the case may be, and to any other person who is a party to the proceeding. 


(2) The Secretary shall, forthwith after the making of an order or finding by 
the Tribunal, cause a copy thereof to be published in the Canada Gazette. 


(3) Where the Secretary is required by paragraph 43(2)(b) of the Act to send a 
copy of the reasons for making an order or finding in a proceeding to the persons 
specified in that paragraph, the Secretary shall also send a copy of the reasons by 


registered mail to every other person who was provided with notice of 
commencement of the proceeding. 


Miscellaneous 
16. Any person who wishes 


(a) to communicate with the Tribunal, 


(b) to obtain information in respect of the procedure followed by the 
Tribunal, or 


(c) to inspect documents, exhibits or other material filed with the 
Tribunal, 


shall apply to the Secretary. 
17. Subject to rule 14, representations to the Tribunal may be in writing. 
18. Where, in any proceeding before the Tribunal, a question of procedure 
arises to which these Rules do not provide any or a complete answer, the question 


shall be disposed of, consistently with such, if any, of these Rules as are applicable, 
in such manner as the Tribunal directs. 


19. Any document that is required or permitted by these Rules to be filed 
with the Tribunal or the Secretary shall be filed by sending it by registered mail to, 
or by delivering it by hand to, the Secretary. 


20. Any document that is filed with the Tribunal may, with the consent of 
the Tribunal and on such terms and conditions, if any, as are fixed by the Tribunal, 
be amended at any time by the party by which it was filed. 


21. Where any document is required by these Rules or by direction of the 
Tribunal to be served by any party, proof of service by affidavit or by admission of 
service endorsed on a copy of the document shall be filed with the Tribunal 
forthwith after service of the document. 


22. For the purpose of any proceeding, the Tribunal may, in order to avoid 
an injustice to any party to the proceeding or if the parties to the proceeding 
consent, dispense with, vary or supplement any of these Rules. 


Part Il 


References Under Sections 33, 34 and 35 
Of The Act 


23. A reference to the Tribunal pursuant to section 33, 34 or 35 on any 
question shall be made by filing with the Tribunal written notice of the referral of 
the question to the Tribunal. 


24. Where a question is referred to the Tribunal pursuant to section 33, 34 or 
35 by a government or by a person other than the Deputy Minister, the Secretary 
shall forthwith give to the Deputy Minister written notice of the referral of the 
question to the Tribunal. 


25. Where, in relation to any matter before the Deputy Minister, a question is 
referred to the Tribunal pursuant to section 33, 34 or 35, the Deputy Minister shall 
file with the Tribunal 


(a) any written complaint made to the Deputy Minister pursuant to 
subsection 31(1) of the Act in relation to that matter; 


(b) all information and material relating to that matter that was in the 
possession of the Deputy Minister when the Deputy Minister made the 
decision or reached the conclusion as a result of which the question was 
referred to the Tribunal; and 


(c) a list of the names and addresses of all persons and governments that, 
pursuant to the Act, were given notice of the decision or conclusion of 
the Deputy Minister as a result of which the question was referred to the 
Tribunal. 


26. Where a reference is made to the Tribunal pursuant to section 33, 34 or 
35 of the Act and any person 


(a) requests a hearing with respect to the reference, or 


(b) provides the Tribunal, other than pursuant to rule 25, with 
information with respect to the reference, 


the Secretary shall forthwith inform the person that the Tribunal is precluded by 
section 37 of the Act from holding the hearing or considering the information and 


shall return the information to the person. 


27. Where a question is referred to the Tribunal pursuant to section 33, 34 or 
35 of the Act, 


(a) the Tribunal shall render its advice on the question in writing; and 
(b) the Secretary shall forthwith send a copy of the advice to the Deputy 


Minister and to every government and person shown in the list referred to 
in paragraph 25(c). 


Part Ill 


Inquiries Under Section 42 of the Act 


28. In this Part, inquiry means an inquiry commenced pursuant to section 42 
of the Act. 


29. Where notice of a preliminary determination of dumping or subsidizing is 
filed with the Secretary pursuant to the Act, the Secretary shall forthwith cause to 
be published in the Canada Gazette a Notice of Commencement of Inquiry in 
Form III setting out the following, namely: 


(a) the legal authority for the inquiry; 


(b) the subject-matter of the inquiry, together with such other details of 
the inquiry as the Tribunal directs; 


(c) the date on or before which any interested party must file a Notice of 
Appearance in Form J; 
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(d) the date on or before which counsel for an interested party must file 
an Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in Form I]; 


(e) the date on or before which any person referred to in subsection 45(2) 
of the Act who wants an opportunity to make representations to the 
Tribunal on the public interest question referred to in that subsection must 
make a request to the Tribunal for that opportunity; 

(f) the date on or before which any written submission must be filed; 


(g) the number of copies of each written submission that must be filed; 


(h) instructions as follows with respect to the filing of confidential 
information: 


(i) the manner of marking and filing confidential information, 


(ii) the segregation of confidential information from other 
information that is filed, and 


(iii) the number of copies of each document containing confidential 
information that must be filed; 


(i) the address to which written submissions or correspondence may be 
sent or delivered and at which information in respect of the inquiry may 


be obtained; 


(j) the place and time fixed for commencement of a hearing in the 
inquiry; and 


(k) such other information as the Tribunal specifies. 


30. The Secretary shall send, by hand or by registered mail, a copy of the 
Notice of Commencement of Inquiry referred to in rule 29 to 


(a) the Deputy Minister; 
(b) all persons known by the Tribunal to be interested parties; 


(c) the government of any country from which goods in respect of which 
the preliminary determination was made were exported to Canada; 


(d) any trade association known to the Tribunal to have a particular 
interest in the subject matter of the inquiry; 


(e) such other persons as the Tribunal directs. 


1] 


31. Where the Deputy Minister makes a preliminary determination of 
dumping or subsidizing with respect to goods pursuant to the Act, he shall cause to 
be filed with the Secretary, in addition to the written notice and reasons referred to 
in paragraph 38(2)(b) of the Act, the following, namely, 


(a) a copy of the preliminary determination; 


(b) details of all estimates and of all things specified by the Deputy 
Minister pursuant to paragraph 38(1)(a) or (b) of the Act; 


(c) information with respect to 


(i) domestic producers, importers into Canada and exporters to 
Canada of such goods who are known to the Deputy Minister, and 


(ii) the volume of the goods imported into Canada and the 
proportion thereof found by the Deputy Minister to be dumped or 
subsidized; and 


(d) such additional information with respect to any matter referred to in 
any of paragraphs (a) to (c) as is in the Deputy Minister’s possession and 
as the Tribunal may from time to time request. 


32. Where the Deputy Minister makes a final determination of dumping or 
subsidizing with respect to goods pursuant to section 41 of the Act, he shall cause 
to be filed with the Secretary, in addition to the written notice and reasons referred 
to in subsection 41(2) of the Act, the following, namely, 


(a) a copy of the final determination; 


(b) details of all things specified by the Deputy Minister pursuant to 
subsection 41(1) of the Act; 


(c) information with respect to 


(i) domestic producers, importers into Canada and exporters to 
Canada of such goods who are known to the Deputy Minister, and 


(ii) the volume of the goods imported into Canada and the 
proportion thereof found by the Deputy Minister to be dumped or 
subsidized; and 


(d) such additional information with respect to any matter referred to in 


any of paragraphs (a) to (c) as is in the Deputy Minister’s possession and 
as the Tribunal may from time to time request. 
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33. In any inquiry, the Secretary shall, forthwith after expiration of the date 
on or before which interested parties are required to file a Notice of Appearance, 
provide 


(a) each counsel, and 
(b) where a party to the inquiry is not represented by counsel, such party, 


with the names and addresses of all parties to the inquiry and of their counsel, the 
exhibit codes assigned to the parties and guidelines with respect to the procedure 
for the filing of documents. 


34. In any inquiry, the Secretary shall, forthwith after expiration of the date 
on or before which interested parties are required to file a Notice of Appearance, 
make available 


(a) in such manner as the Tribunal directs, to each counsel who has filed 
with the Tribunal an Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in 

Form II (other than any such counsel with respect to whom the Tribunal 
considers that there is good reason why that information should not be 
made available to that counsel), such confidential information in the 
possession of the Tribunal as the Tribunal directs be so made available; 


(b) in such manner as the Tribunal directs, to all counsel and to any 
party who is not represented by counsel, such information on the public 
record of the inquiry as the Tribunal directs be so made available; 


(c) for inspection at the offices of the Tribunal by any person, all 
information on the public record of the inquiry. 


35.(1) The Tribunal may, at any time, direct any party to an inquiry to file 
with the Tribunal, on or before a date fixed by the Tribunal, a written submission 
with respect to such matters as the Tribunal directs, a statement of the evidence 
adduced or to be adduced by the party, the documentary evidence that the party 
wishes to file and a description of any exhibit in other than documentary form that 
the party intends to adduce at the hearing. 


(2) Where a complainant or other person who alleges that the dumping or 
subsidizing of goods that are the subject of the inquiry has caused material injury 
or retardation is a party to the inquiry, the date fixed pursuant to subrule (1) for 
the filing of the material referred to therein by any party other than the com- 
plainant or other person shall be later than the date fixed pursuant to that subrule 
for the filing of that material by the complainant or other person. 


36. Parties to an inquiry respecting the dumping or subsidizing of goods 
should, in the submissions and evidence that they present to the Tribunal, take into 


account that, in considering any issue of material injury or retardation, the Tribunal 


(a) will wish to be informed about and will examine

(i) the actual and potential volume of the dumped or subsidized 
goods imported into Canada, 


(ii) the effect of the dumped or subsidized goods on the prices of like 
goods in the domestic market, and 


(ili) the impact of the dumped or subsidized goods on the production 
of like goods in Canada; 


(b) will, in relation to the factors mentioned in subparagraphs (a)(i) and 
(11), consider 


(i) whether there has been a significant increase in the importation 
into Canada of the dumped or subsidized goods, either absolutely or 
relative to the production or consumption in Canada of like goods, 


(ii) whether the prices of the dumped or subsidized goods imported 
into Canada have significantly undercut the prices of like goods 
produced and sold in Canada, and 


(iii) whether the effect of the importation into Canada of the dumped 
or subsidized goods has been 


(A) to depress significantly the prices of like goods produced and 
sold in Canada, or 


(B) to limit to a significant degree increases in the prices of like 
goods produced and sold in Canada; 


(c) will, in relation to the factor mentioned in subparagraph (a)(ili), 
consider all relevant economic factors and indices that have a bearing on 
the industry that comprises or includes the like goods, including, without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, 


(i) actual and potential decline in output, sales, market share, profits, 
productivity, return on investments or utilization of capacity, 


(ii) factors affecting domestic prices, 


(ili) actual and potential negative effects on cash flow, inventories, 
employment, wages, growth, ability to raise capital or investments and, 
in the case of subsidizing of an agricultural product, whether there 
has been an increase in the financial burden on a federal or provincial 
government agricultural support program in Canada; and 


(d) will consider such other matters as may be relevant to the inquiry. 


Public Interest Representations 
under Section 45 of the Act 


37.(1) Where, in relation to any inquiry, a person referred to in 
subsection 45(2) of the Act wishes to make representations to the Tribunal on the 
question referred to in that subsection, the request to make representations shall be 
made in writing addressed to the Secretary and shall be filed with the Secretary on 
or before the date specified in the Notice of Commencement of Inquiry published 
in the Canada Gazette as the date on or before which the request must be made. 


(2) Where, in relation to any inquiry, a person referred to in subsection 45(2) 
of the Act is also an interested party who intends to file a Notice of Appearance in 
Form I, the person may, if the person wishes to make representations to the 
Tribunal on the question referred to in that subsection, include in the Notice of 
Appearance a request to the Tribunal for an opportunity to make such represen- 
tation. 


(3) A request made by a person pursuant to subrule (1) shall outline the 
person’s interest in the inquiry and shall give the name and address of the person’s 
counsel if the person intends to be represented by counsel before the Tribunal. 

38.(1) Where a person makes a request in accordance with rule 37, the 
Tribunal shall notify the person, in such manner as is appropriate in the circum- 
stances, of the place and time fixed by the Tribunal for the making of representa- 
tions by the person on the question referred to in subsection 45(1) of the Act and 
the manner in which the representations may be made. 

(2) Every party to an inquiry and the party’s counsel are entitled 

(a) to be present during any oral representations, and 
(b) to receive a copy of any written representations, 
made in relation to the inquiry by any person pursuant to subsection 45(2) of the 


Act and the Tribunal shall afford every such party an opportunity to respond to the 
representations. 


Part IV 
Inquiries Under Section 48 of the Act 
Definition 


39. In this Part, “inquiry” means an inquiry commenced pursuant to 
section 48 of the Act. 
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Notice of Commencement of Inquiry 


40. Where, pursuant to section 48 of the Act, the Governor in Council refers 


any matter or thing to the Tribunal for inquiry and report, the Secretary shall cause 
to be published in the Canada Gazette a Notice of Commencement of Inquiry in 
Form IV setting out the following, namely, 
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(a) the legal authority for the inquiry; 


(b) the matter or thing that is the subject of the inquiry, together with 
such details or explanation thereof as the Tribunal directs; 


(c) the date on or before which any written submission must be filed with 
the Tribunal and the number of copies thereof that must be filed; 


(d) instructions as follows with respect to the filing of confidential 
information: 


(i) the manner of marking and filing confidential information, 


(ii) the segregation of confidential information from other 
information that is filed, and 


(iii) the number of copies of documents containing confidential 
information that must be filed; 


(e) a statement as to whether the Tribunal has or has not directed that a 
hearing be held and, if it has directed that a hearing be held, the 
following information: 


(i) the place and time fixed for commencement of the hearing or, if 
the place and time have not been fixed, a statement that notice of the 
place and time fixed for the hearing will be given to any person who 
files with the Secretary a written request for such notice, 


(ii) the date on or before which any person interested in the matter or 
thing must file with the Tribunal a Notice of Appearance in Form I if 
the person proposes to make representations to the Tribunal, and 


(iii) the date on or before which counsel for any person who files the 
Notice of Appearance referred to in subparagraph (ii) must file with 
the Tribunal an Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking in Form I]; 


(f) the address to which written submissions or correspondence may be 
sent or delivered and at which information in respect of the inquiry may 


be obtained; and 


(g) such other information as the Tribunal specified. 


41. The Secretary shall send, by hand or by registered mail, a copy of the 
Notice of Commencement of Inquiry referred to in rule 40 to 


(a) where the inquiry is in relation to goods, all domestic manufacturers, 
importers into Canada and exporters to Canada of such goods who are 


known to the Tribunal; 


(b) where the inquiry is in relation to the provision of services, all persons 
who provide the services in Canada who are known to the Tribunal; 


(c) the government of any country that is considered by the Tribunal to 
have an interest in the inquiry; 


(d) any trade association that appears to the Tribunal to have a particular 
interest in the inquiry; and 


(e) such other persons as the Tribunal advises the Secretary are considered 
by the Tribunal to be persons interested in the inquiry. 


42.(1) Notwithstanding that the Notice of Commencement of Inquiry referred 
to in rule 40 states that the Tribunal has not directed that a hearing be held, the 
Tribunal may at any time after publication of the Notice in the Canada Gazette 
direct that a hearing be held if, at any time after such publication, it considers that 
the holding of a hearing is necessary or desirable. 

(2) Where, pursuant to subrule (1), the Tribunal directs that a hearing be 
held, notice that the Tribunal has so directed shall be given by the Secretary in such 
manner as the Tribunal directs. 

(3) Any notice given pursuant to subrule (2) shall include the information 
described in subparagraphs 40(e)(1) to (iii). 

Application of Certain Rules 


43. Where notice that the Tribunal has directed that a hearing be held in an 
inquiry is given pursuant to rule 40 or 42, 


(a) rules 44 to 47 apply, and 
(b) rules 9, 10, 12 and 13 do not apply, 


in relation to the inquiry. 
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Inspection of Information 


44.1) Where counsel for a party to an inquiry has filed an Appearance, 
Declaration and Undertaking in Form II, such counsel may, subject to the terms of 
the undertaking given in the Appearance, Declaration and Undertaking and unless 
the Tribunal considers that there is good reason why such counsel should be denied 
access to confidential information, inspect and, at such counsel’s own expense, take 
extracts from and make copies of all confidential information filed with the 
Tribunal in the inquiry. 


(2) Any party to an inquiry and counsel for any party to an inquiry may 
inspect and, at the expense of such party or counsel, take extracts from and make 
copies of all information filed with the Tribunal in the inquiry that is considered by 
the Tribunal to be part of the public record of the inquiry. 


Pre-Hearing Conference 


45.1) At any time after notice has been given pursuant to rule 40 or 42 that 
the Tribunal has directed that a hearing be held in an inquiry, the Tribunal may 
direct that any party to the inquiry or counsel for any party to the inquiry appear 
before the Tribunal or before a member thereof or the Secretary, at a place and 
time fixed by the Tribunal, for a pre-hearing conference for the purpose of making 
representations to the Tribunal with respect to such one or more of the following 
matters as the Tribunal specifies, namely, 


(a) the question of whether counsel for any party to the inquiry should, 
notwithstanding that such counsel has filed an Appearance, Declaration 
and Undertaking in Form II, be denied access to confidential information; 


(b) the scope of the inquiry; 
(c) the issues in the inquiry; 
(d) the procedure to be followed at the hearing; 
(e) whether any person who has filed a Notice of Appearance in Form I 
is Or is not a person interested in the matter or thing that is the subject of 
the inquiry; and 
(f) any other matter with respect to which a discussion or decision before 
the hearing would, in the opinion of the Tribunal, aid in the expeditious 
presentation of evidence or otherwise be conducive to the orderly conduct 
of the hearing. 

(2) Counsel for any party to the inquiry may, if notice that the Tribunal has 


directed that a hearing be held has been given, make a written request to the 
Tribunal to direct that a pre-hearing conference be held to consider such matters as 
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counsel sets forth in the request and, on receipt of the request, the Tribunal shall, 
unless it reasonably believes that a pre-hearing conference on those matters would 
not assist in the orderly conduct of the hearing, direct that a pre-hearing 
conference be held as requested. 


Subpoenas 


46.(1) The Tribunal may, on its own motion or pursuant to an application 
made under subrule (2), summon before it by subpoena any person and require that 
person to give evidence at a hearing. 


(2) Any party to an inquiry may request the Tribunal in writing to subpoena 
a person to give evidence at a hearing. 


(3) A request made pursuant to subrule (2) to subpoena a person shall 
contain a list of the questions that the party believes the Tribunal should ask the 
person. 


(4) A subpoena issued pursuant to this rule may require the person to whom 
it is directed to produce documents. 


Evidence 
47.(1) Evidence may be given orally at a hearing. 


(2) Witnesses at a hearing shall not be examined on oath or affirmation 
unless the Tribunal directs that they be so examined. 


(3) Where, a witness gives evidence orally at a hearing, the witness’ evidence 
shall be adduced on examination in chief by the party who called the person as a 
witness or by questions put to the witness by the Tribunal or both on examination 
in chief and by such questions. 


(4) No party to an inquiry has any right to cross-examine a witness, but may 
submit to the Secretary in writing any question that the party wishes the Tribunal 
to ask the witness. 


(5) Where a question is submitted to the Secretary pursuant to subrule (4), 


the Tribunal may ask the witness the question if it considers the question to be 
relevant to the inquiry. 
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Part V 


Reviews Under Section 76 of the Act 
Definition 


48. In this Part, review means a review of an order or finding by the tribunal 
pursuant to subsection 76(2) of the Act. 


Request for Review 


49. A request to the Tribunal for a review shall be filed with the Secretary 
and shall set out in writing 


(a) the name and address of the person making the request and of the 
person’s counsel, if any; 


(b) the nature of the person’s interest in the order or finding; 


(c) the grounds on which the person believes initiation of the review is 
warranted and a statement of facts on which the grounds are based; and 


(d) the nature of the order that the person believes the Tribunal should 
make pursuant to subsection 76(4) of the Act on completion of the review. 


Notice of Review 


50.(1) Where the Tribunal decides to initiate a review, the Secretary shall 
forthwith cause to be published in the Canada Gazette a Notice of Review in 
Form V setting out, with such modifications as the circumstances require, the same 
matters as are required by rule 29 to be set out in a Notice of Commencement of 
Inquiry in Form III. 


(2) The Secretary shall send, by hand or by registered mail, a copy of the 
Notice of Review to each person to whom and government to which the Secretary 
would be required by rule 30 to send a copy of the Notice if it were a Notice of 
Commencement of Inquiry referred to in rule 29. 


Application of Certain Rules 
51. Where the Tribunal initiates a review, paragraphs 34(a) and (b) and rule 35 


apply in relation to the review, with such modifications as the circumstances 
require. 
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Part VI 


Ruling Under Section 89 of the Act 
Notice of Request by Deputy Minister 
52. Where, pursuant to subsection 89(1) of the Act, the Deputy Minister 
makes a request for a ruling on the question of which of two or more persons is 
the importer in Canada of goods imported or to be imported into Canada, the 
Deputy Minister 
(a) shall give notice of the request to 
(i) each of those two or more persons, 
(ii) where the Deputy Minister made the request at the request of a 
person interested in the importation of the goods, the person 
interested, and 
(ili) each exporter to Canada of the goods; and 
(b) shall file with the Secretary a list of the names and addresses of the 
persons to whom he gives notice pursuant to paragraph (a). 
Notice of Request for a Ruling 
53.(1) Forthwith after the list of persons referred to in paragraph 52(b) is filed 
with the Secretary, the Secretary shall cause to be published in the Canada Gazette 
a Notice of Request for a Ruling in Form VI setting out, with such modifications 
as the circumstances require, the same matters as are required by rule 29 to be set 


out in a Notice of Commencement of Inquiry in Form III. 


(2) The Secretary shall send, by hand or by registered mail, a copy of the 
Notice of Request for a Ruling to 


(a) the Deputy Minister; and 
(b) each person shown on the list referred to in paragraph 52(b). 
54. Where a request referred to in rule 52 is made to the Tribunal, rule 33, 
paragraphs 34(a) and (b) and rule 35 apply, with such modifications as the circum- 


stances require, in relation to the proceeding before the Tribunal with respect to the 
request.

Reconsiderations Under 
Paragraph 91(1)(g) of the Act 


Definition 


55. In this Part, reconsider or reconsideration, in relation to an order or 
finding, means to reconsider or a reconsideration of the order or finding by the 
Tribunal pursuant to paragraph 91(1)(g) of the Act. 


Request for Reconsideration 


56. A request to the Tribunal to reconsider an order or finding shall be filed 
with the Secretary and shall set out in writing 


(a) the name and address of the person making the request and of the 
person’s counsel, if any; 


(b) the nature of the person’s interest in the order or finding; 


(c) the grounds on which the person believes reconsideration of the order 
or finding is warranted and a statement of the facts on which the grounds 
are based; and 


(d) the nature of the action that the person believes the Tribunal should 
take pursuant to paragraph 91(3)(a) of the Act on completion of the 
reconsideration. 


Notice of Reconsideration 


57.11) Where the Tribunal decides, on its own initiative or otherwise, to 
reconsider an order or finding, the Secretary shall forthwith cause to be published 
in the Canada Gazette a Notice of Reconsideration in Form VII setting out, subject 
to subrule (2) and with such modifications as the circumstances require, the same 
matters as are required by rule 40 to be set out in a Notice of Commencement of 
Inquiry in Form IV. 


(2) Unless the Tribunal has informed the Secretary that a rehearing is to be 
held in connection with its reconsideration of the order or finding, the matters 
referred to in paragraph 40(e) shall not be included in the Notice of 
Reconsideration. 
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Sending of Notice 


58. The Secretary shall send, by hand or by registered mail, a copy of 
the Notice of Reconsideration to 


(a) where reconsideration of the order or finding was initiated by 
the Tribunal at the request of a person interested, the person 
interested; 


(b) the Deputy Minister; 


(c) each domestic producer of goods that are like goods in relation 
to any goods to which the order of finding applies; 


(d) all parties to the inquiry in which the order or finding was 
made and governments to which notice of the making of the order 
or finding was given by the Tribunal; and 


(e) any other person to whom the Tribunal directs the Secretary to 
send the Notice. 


Application of Certain Rules 


59. Where the Tribunal directs that any matter be reheard in connection with 
its reconsideration of an order or finding, rule 33, paragraphs 34(a) and (b) and — 
rule 35 apply, with such modifications as the circumstances require, in relation to 
the Tribunal’s reconsideration of the order or finding. 


Forwarding of Notice of 
Action Taken and Reasons 


60. For the purpose of paragraph 91(3)(b) of the Act, the Secretary shall 
forward the notice and copies referred to in that paragraph by registered mail to 
the Deputy Minister, the importer and the exporter and to every other person to 
whom and government to which the Secretary was required by rule 53 to send a 
copy of the Notice of Reconsideration.
